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ND now, Gentlemen, Zhope, you 
A are all conyinc’d of the Juftice of 
‘thefe abominable Refle@ions, that

Thirdly, You have the Matter clearly and 
diftinetly fated to convince the wort 
Enemy, and to fH>w every Matter of 
Fi@ to the Worid, and make you afl 
Judges, whether the QUEEN paffes 


a right Judgment os no, 
. ss Fourthly, 
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Yourshly, The Parliament, oa long end, 
exatt contidering the Particulars, as 
her Majefty has laid them down (Vote) 
that the Deficiency at the Battle of 
Almanzs was aot occation’d by Neg- 
leat, Se. 

Fifibly, Tie whole Houfe of Commoas 
thanking the QUEEN for giving them 
fuch a condc{cending Inttance of her 
Majefty’s Detire to give every thing 
its due Examication, and fatisfy ing 
her Subjects by laying che (aid Account 
fo fully and fo exaétly before them. 

And what fhall we fay now to chofe rafh 
People, who without Refpett to Ju‘tice or 
Realon, have{pread over the whole Nation 
their ill-matur’d Reproaches and Retleéti- 
ons on the publick Management in this 
Cafe ? 

Vil gell you what I will fay, and this I

Satistatlion— And of the Nation, for fug- 
gefting fuch fevere Things againft thofe in 
Truft, while they were faithfully ferviag 
them, and thereby irritating chem againft 
their beft Pricads and trueft Servants. 

Nor am J out of Hopes, they will do this; 
Yamfure, they that meant well, willdo it; 
itcan beno Difhonour for.an honeft Man to 
ackuowledge a Miftake, Aamsnum eff er- 
race, we all fee by bdrrow’d Light, and at 
beft are but fhort-fighted Creatures; if by 
my Mif-information or Mif-judging 1 wrong 
any Man, GOD forbid, [ fhould not ac- 
knowledge my Miftake, and no Man fhall 
be forwarder than I to do it in any Cafe, in 
which it fhall appear I bave fo err’d— And 
he that refufesto do thus, tells the whole 
World his Miftake was willful, and all the 
Mifchief he has done, defign’d, 

If therefore any of thefe Writers, J/im- 
gle out none, are fealible they have injur’d 
her Majefty, and impofed upon the People 
ta urging their Difcyntents at this Matcer 


of the Spanifh Deficiency, as a Milmanage. 
ment , Licey, whofe Delign was purely ce 
have Kaavery deteéted, and the Nation 
not be wrong’d, will upon this Difcovery of 
theic Miftake acknowledge it, and make 
Reparation ; and on their doing fo, all good 
Men willlove, value and honour them, as 
Men, whofe Defigns are tingly bent to che 
publick Intereft, and that would not wil- 
lingly aét agaioft them As to my poor 
Mité in their Praife, fuch Honefty fhall ne- 
ves want it, and he muft have no Sence of 
Merit chat fhould retrain ic. 

And to prompt them tu this, let them 
but conlider the Time between the Provilicn 
made by Parliament forthe Troups men- 
tioned, aua che Time or th> Buttle of Al- 
manri, and how it was polnbiz, the Go- 
verminent could either fend the ‘lroops 
which were tu bse furnifbed thither, or 
recruit thofe which were there, and chey 
will fee, they had no Reafon for the Re- 
fleQions made, fince the Parliamenc gave 
Money for che Croups but in Feb. 1705, and

if isis what then can afl this Clamour 
mean, and what is the Effeét of it ; but to 
lay all che blame of Mi(carriages upon the 


Party now entrufted, ia order to make the 
Nation uneafie with them, that a new Set 
of Men may come in thelr Maces? —And It 
we fhould bring this down to Parties, what 
fhall we fay; to fee a High-Flyer do i, 
woald be no News, we know what he 
means$ but to fee a Whig fly in the Face of 
the Government, and {pread Diftontents ac 
the Set of Men now in the Adminiftration, 
this is all hidden Myftery, a Wheel and no 
Wheel, ‘tis a Moafter in Politicks made uy 
of Inconliftency, “tis fighting with our 
felves, a€ting the true Madmen that wound 
themfelves, and want Sence to feel the 
Smart.
